South China Commander 


‘Tho Japanese military authorities have not 
yet divulged the name of the officer command- 
ing the new operations launched in South 
‘China, and the only reference made has been 
to his military abilities. This is in accordance 
‘with preecdent in the China. “incident”. which 
has resulted in command announcements {ol- 
lowing only a record of definite progress. It 
jhas Deen suggested that General Matsui, who 
[was the first Commander-in-Chief of the 
Shanghai expeditionary force, is in charge but 
this is very unlikely. A more reasonable sug- 
gestion is that as this sphere falls within the 
‘ambit of Lieut-Gen. Motoo Fursho, commander 
‘of the Formosa Garrison, he is the man direct- 
{ing these operations in a part of China whose 
contiguity postesses strategic relationship with 
[the duties of the Formosa command. In any 
case, if another oMicer has been selected for 
‘this important task on which Japan places so 
‘much importance, LicutGen. Furusho's posi- 
tion, cannot be overlooked. As Commander of 
the ‘Taiwan Army at Talhoku, where the Innd- 
Jing forees assembled and were assorted for 
duties at Bins Bay and afterwards at Namchau, 
he is one of Japan's loading soldiers, with a 
long period of service with the General Staff 
In Tokyo before being posted to his first com- 
mand "with the Ith Division, He was 
Vice-Minister of the Army in 1035 and also 
served as director of the Aviation prior to ap- 
Fpointment to his present post in August, 1937.

The same argument applies to the 
second and third paragraphs of the Note, which 
in fact merely asks for the observance of that 
neutrality which has been maintained all along. 
The avoldance of undesirable incidents, how- 
lover, is a matter of mutual responsibility, and 
It is to be hoped that the Japanese authorities 
will be just as careful on their side, as they 
fexpect the Powers in quostion to be. Whether 
fall foreigners residing in the area involved will 
follow the Japanese suggestion ond evacuate 
remains to be scen. It is quite probable that 
fa number of the missionaries in that district 
will remain at their posts, feeling that thelr 
presence will afford some sort of protection to 
their people, That proved to be the case in 
jsuch places ag Hangchow and Nanking, and if 
they declde the follow the same practice there 
will be few to criticise them, ‘That they have 
fa right to remain at thelr posts Js undeniable, 
fand it is only reasonable to expect that the 
Japanese will’ respect their rights and treat 
them’ accordingly. Foreigners residing on 
|Shameen at Canton. should also be reasonably 
‘sure of protection, for while. it, is-Impossible 
to prevent Chinese from crowding as closely 
as possible to that foreign area, it is s0 clearly 
demareated that there should be no possibility 
fof inadvertent damage being done to man or 
property. 





Air Armaments 


‘When the question of securing limitation of 
fair armaments comes up for discussion it is, 
hardly Jikely that the negotiations will go very 
far on any proposal that the British airforce 
should be limited to one-third the size of Ger- 
many’s. It is obvious that the considerations 
‘which might apply in settling the ratio of naval 
strength between the two countries cannot be 
applied in the air, Any country, with so small 
a force as one-third of that of a possible, 
lenemy, would in the event of hostilities be in 
no position to inflict that retaliation, which, un- 
fortunately, must be accepted as part of any 
air-defence’, scheme. Consequently it will be 
very surprising indeed if Great Britain consents 
to any degree of inferiority In this respect to 
fany European nation, for her interests demand 
that in. the event of an attack she shall be able 

certainly 
‘would be unable to'do s0 were she to agree to 
any such proportion as has been suggested in 
ithe European Press. From another point of 
view the general needs of the Empire defence 
scheme demands that the same considerations 
shall apply as in the caso of the navy. The duties 
fof the air force can be just as widespread 
fas. those of the Empire's sea arm, and while 
this: should not be. advanced as a reason. for 
{insisting upon as proportionally powerful an 
armament in “the air, it is the most cogent 
reason possible for contending that a position 
lof inferiority is incompatible with the problems 
which defence of the Empire presents. Indeed 
It fg doubtful ‘whether a solution of this parti- 
cular diMeulty will be found in any attempt 
to establish” such a ratio, and the real answer 
‘will in all probability be found in endeavouring, 
Ho arrange some limit beyond which none of 
the parties who may negotiate would go. 
Valuable as-any such arrangement would bo, 
it is an open question whether the present is the 
appropriate time for commeneing any such dis- 
‘cussions. On the: face of it the Powers would 
bbe better advised ‘to seek means to solve all 
those other outstanding matters which, so. lon 
‘as they remain unsettled, must militate against 
the establishment of suth relations as would 
permit the discussion of arms Limitation with any 
Prospect. of success. It may be that the two 
subjects could be pursued simultaneously, but 
even then the removal of potential causes of war 
fs of greater urgency than decisions as to what 
weapons it should be fought with. 

















Finding Gold 


‘Two news items in the “Asahi Shimbun," the 
influential Tokyo newspaper, are of interest in 
relation ‘to the financial side of the Japanese 
jcampaign in China, One states that a Japanese 
soldier, formerly a geologist, picked up frag- 
ments {rom:a rock struck by Chinese shells at 
'Yangsin and found they contained gold, ‘The 
samples were sent to Japan for analysis to seo 
if, in the midst of war, a gold mine has been 
discovered. A more certain method of finding 
gold, or its equivalent, is contained in . the 
second item which ‘states that the Bank of 
Japan is to withdraw its notes used for paying 
military expenses in Central China and’ "war 
notes” ‘will be used. Four branch offces are 
to be established at Shanghai, Nanking, Hang- 
chow and Soochow for: this ‘purpose and the 
[plan will be extended to South China as the 
fcompaign in that district progresses. This is 
Jominous news for a large section of a country 
already impoverished by military operations. 
If it means’ that the war notes will be paid to 
the troops for purchases through canteens oF 
regular army institutions in the nature of 
token money there can be no objection, but if 
jit means that occupied territory is to be flood- 
Jed with notes which can be produced for the 
Jasking by. merely aceclerating the printing 
press the consequences will be serious. ‘The 
public will await with intefest publication of 
further details because {t isnot so many 
months ago that the establishment. of the 
Federated Reserve Bank in North China with 
fan ample supply of bank notes menzced the

{that dependent upon developments in Europe 
there may be no finality to it, and_ this 
hopelessly insane armaments race may have 
{to continue indefinitely. ‘The apparent in~ 
{tention of Herr Hitler to make Germany the 
Jdominating Power in Europe constitutes no| 
new threat. It is an old bogey dating from 
pre-war times, but nevertheless a very.real 
land threatening phantom. It will have to 
be met in precisely the same way as it was 
jin those earlier days, but, in the light of 
very bitter experience, with more complete! 
preparation than was ever then contemplated. 
‘That this will entail the spending of huge 
jsums beyond those which have already becn| 
provided is inevitable, despite the fact that 
humanity must be staggered at the tragic 
waste of money which in happier conditions| 
might do so much towards bettering the lot, 
ot mankind. ‘The enthusiasms aroused over 
‘the Munich agreement are even now being! 
revised in the light of subsequent events. If 
‘they were not in that process, Herr Hitier's| 
[bucket of cold water from Saarbrueck would 
jundoubtedly have started them, and the im~ 
pression which unfortunately is being formed 
is that that “peace in our time” which Mr. 
Chamberlain seemed to think he had secured 
may not prove ‘a fact. Tt cannot do so, unless| 
there is some change in Herr Hitler's policy, 
Jand that is unlikely so long as he is con- 
vineed that success will justify his methods. 
There is, however, one good feature of the 
speech which may ‘not be immediately ap- 
parent, but is nevertheless real. Whatever 
attempts have been made to drive a wedge 
into the tried friendship between Britain and 
Frange have failed in the past: they are no| 
more capable of success in the future so long 
fas sentiments such as those of which Herr| 
Hitler has again delivered himself are! 
reiterated, and, perhaps, one of his best con- 
‘tributions’ to peace at’ the moment is the 
manner in which he assists in strengthening 
{that important accord. Yet in considering the| 
/Saarbrueck speech it must be remembered 
that Der Fuehrer was speaking very largely 
for home consumption, That accounts  to| 
some extent for his exaggerations, for the 
4,500,000 Sudetens which were alleged to be| 
groaning under the implacable domination of 
the Czechoslovak Government, have in the! 
last few days increased by some miraculous’ 
process to no fewer than 10,000,000. It is 
[just as much an exaggeration to suggest that! 
either Mr. ‘Winston Chyrchill, Mr. Anthony 
Eden, or Mx, Duff-Cooper are desirous. of 
‘war.’ They are most definitely not, but they 
fare of the opinion that a continuance of the 
present German foreign policy may bring 
fabout such conditions: that warfare may be 
the only xeal means of obtaining redress. 
‘That Mr, Chamberlain has followed another 
course, does not mean that even he would 
renounce war at all costs. and.it is concelv- 
able that present tendencies may be encour 
fazed to such an extent that war would noi! 
only become inevitable but even preferable 
to a state of affairs in which continual mena 
remains the only instrument of a nation’s 
foreign policy. Even if it be admitted that 
in the post-war settlement Germany suffered| 
considerable injustice, and it must be, it is 
not to be adjusted on the principle of “Stand 
and deliver.” ‘That this has succeeded up 
to the present is obvious, but all the prob- 
lems which have to be solved between the 
other Powers and Germany are not equally 
susceptible of the same treatment, a fact of 
which sight seems sometimes to be lost. 











THE NEW VENTURE 
Oct, 13. 

‘The long awaited landing of substantial 
Japanese forces in south China has become 
an accomplished fact with the descent of a 
large number of transports and war vesscls 
‘nto Bias Bay, the well-known pirate resort, 
but nevertheless the most suitable place for 
he manetuvre. With Mirs Bay between 
“hemselves and Hongkong, the Japanese are 
sufficiently far away'to-avoid any contre- 
temps, but at the same time close enough. 
to, the Canton-Kowloon Railway to make any. 
[movement to cut itrich with the possibilities of] 
success. Once astride the railway connecting 
‘the British colony with the City of Rams, 
the “Japanese need only to secure command 
of the river to make sure that this important 
channel, through which large quantities of 
[supplies have undoubtedly been reaching the 
interior, would be eventually closed, with! 
the result that Generalissimo Chiang Kai-' 











shek will be increasingly dependent upon 
supplies from Soviet Russia, or those others! 


Jwhich may reach him by the long overland 
routes from the south. Reports of the 
movement of transports have been current 
‘or seme time, and, if they’ are now to be 
[believed in their entirety, it would appear 
fiat the troops which are not being landed 
in Bias Bay are for the most part forces 
which have been used elsewhere in China, 
fand consequently does not mean so much 
the despatch of more troops from Japan, as 

readjustment of the disposition of those 
already on the spot. This would in some 
egree account for the remarkably light 
manner in which the territory over which 
‘the Japanese have already advanced is being 
‘held, and the general impression to be gained 
is that this latest move is not so much the 
embarkation upon a new scheme as a 
development of the general plan to bring 
fabout the downfall of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek as early as possible, Viewed in 
that light it may very well be that the 
manner in which the Chinese have succeeded 
in delaying the Japanese advance on Hankow 
hhas demanded this wider effort in the hope 
‘that the time until the hoped for collapse of 
[Chiang Kai-shek will not be unduly 
prolonged. 

It is obvious that if the Chinese determina- 
tion to persist after the fall of Hankow is 
adhered to, the river port is but a secondary 
objective, and in order to gain its way the: 
Japanese High Command must expect to be 
engaged in wider and further flung activities. 
The degree of opposition which they must 
lexpect to encounter in Kwangtung must of 
necessity be for the time being a matter of 
speculation. A few months ago there were] 
apparently sufficient troops in South China 
‘to have offered a passable resistance to any 
Japanese movement inland from the coast. 
It is not yet clear how much they have been 
drawn upon to strengthen the forces 
operating in Central China, but, if they have 
been too greatly depleted,’ the possibility of 
their being able to offer’ any very serious 
opposition to the Japanese in that area will 
be proportionately reduced. If on the other 
hand this new threat forces the Chinese 
{to despatch assistance from Central China to] 
ithe south, then the Japanese will have 
Jsucceeded in bringing about the decentraliza~ 
ion of the strength which is at present 
opposing them around Hankow, and it is only 
if the training of recruits during the past) 
‘Afteen months has proceeded at the same 
rate as the wastage of man-power that China 
‘will be in the position to combat this new 
menace which she was a few months ago. 
If the Japanese, as it is reported, are fighting 
fat Nimshan, at the extreme northern end of 
‘Bias Bay, then the guess that they intend to 
forge onto Waichow, and thence westward 
to the Canton-Kowloon Rallway may prove 
correct. ‘They would have the advantage of) 
‘working along the  Canton-Swatow -high-| 
way which may prove of no little assistance: 
to them, but, nless the Canton River itself 
fs taken into the scheme, the cutting off of! 
Canton will only be partial, and by no means; 
as complete as the size of the endeavour! 
would indicate to be necessary. The route 
has the further advantage that it permits! 
of the Japanese operations being conducted | 
at such a distance from the boundaries of 
the New Territories that the danger of! 
interference with British interests in the 
course of actual hostilities on land may be] 
reduced to a.minimum, 

It is not by any means clear that the 
Japanese contemplate anything in the nature 
fof an advance upon Canton. In the first place 
it is not really necessary so long as the 
Japanese can close that important supply 
route, and in the second anything in the 
nature of resistance approaching that offered 
before Hankow would necessitate the employ~ 
ment of far larger bodies of Japanese troops 
than have at present been despatched to the 
south. If on the other hand the leaders in 
the South can be persuaded to abandon their 
‘support of Chiang Kai-shek the forces already 
available may be ample for the Japanese 
purposes, but it will be a very’ striking 
development if the home of the Nationalist 
Government ever betrayed it in the manner 
which some observers believe to be possible. 
‘Such a blow might very well prove fatal to 
the National Government, for not only would 
it deprive it of very considerable support 
which has been so valuable in the past, but 
would so reduce the’area in which its’ fats 
run, that, at any rate from a geographical 
point of view, the Chinese Government would 
‘be reduced to that regional importance which 
the Japanese have for long contemplated. A 
Joyal south on the other hand might very well 
{force Japan to commit herself in that area to 
‘a very much greater extent than she might 
feel convenient, and what may have originally 
started as an’ attempt to divert a route 
‘of supplies may very well be transformed into 
another of those major operations as costly 
as some of its predecessors. That doubtless 
accounts for the Jong period during which the 
‘Japanese have delayed action, and if there is 
‘any hope for the Chinese’ in this latest 
development it must lie in thelr “ability 
{to offer just that type of opposition which has 
bbeen so successfully offered in other 
of the country.” If, however, Chiang Kai-shek 











has all his eggs:in the Hankow basket the 
Situation is undoubtedly grave, bat if the 
strength of the South has been adequately 
conserved it has not yet been rendered

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MISTAKEN POLICY 


Oct. 14. 


‘The Municipal Council should feel by no 
‘means surprised if the manner in which they 
have dealt with the riot of the Chinese 
soldiers interned in Kiaochow Park is very 
severely criticised, for upon the closest scru- 
tiny it is impossible to discover what 
principles of good government can possibly 
be invoked in its justifieation. Cutting away 
all the dramatics which have been woven 
around the men involved, the facts are that 
they were interned during the vourse bf 
hostilities around Shanghai, in accordance 
with the neutrality of the International Set 
tlement, they had for months behaved in such 
‘a manner, that the Council itself had to 
‘confess that “It has been found recently by: 
the Camp Commandant that it was becoming, 
increasingly dificult, and at times impossible, 
to enforce any kind of discipline in the camp: 
‘Attempts to enforce diseipline were met with 
obstruction, ete,” and eventually these men 
flouted authority and created a riot in the 
suppression of which some of them were in~ 
jured, three fatally. ‘The matter was taken 
up. by the Chinese Ratepayers Association, 
for what reason apart from sentiment it is 
impossible to understand, and the Council 
has decided to award compensation to the 
families of the dead men. ‘The letter con- 
veying this decision is abject in its terms, 
overflowing with regrets and expressions of 
sympathy,—a very humble communication. 
‘The only possible sentiment that could in 
the circumstances have been expressed would, 
surely, have been that the Council regretted 
that the behaviour of the men obliged its 
officers to take the action they did, for any 
modification of that point of view derogates 
from the authority of the Council and its 
servants, ‘There should most certainly have 
been left no opening for any suggestion that 
the action of the officials concerned in any 
way deserved less than the completest sup- 
port from the Counell, 

‘The communication to the Chinese Rate- 
payers Association continues : 

On humanitarian grounds the Council has 
decided to urant the sum of $1,000 to the 
dependents of each of the men who died of 
injuries, Accordingly I have pleasure in en~ 
closing cheque for $8,000, wit the request 
that your Association ascertain the names 
and ‘addresses of the dependents properly 
entitled to the money, and hand it over 10 
them. 

Many interesting questions arise from the 
‘above passage. Have the Council been 
‘completely informed as to the number and 
nature of the dependents of the dead men? 
Have they any tangible evidence that any 
such people do in fact exist, and the close- 
ness of their relationship ‘with the three 
deceased? ‘The answer implied above seems 
to be in the negative, for the Council asks 
the Association to “ascertain the names and 
addresses of the dependents properly entitled 
to the money, and hand it over to them.” 
‘Three thousand dollars have been handed 
over to the Association, a most reputable 
organization it is readily admitted, for it to 
pass on to people who apparently’ from the 
available evidence have made no claims, and 
whose identities are at present unknown to 
the Council, or even to the Association which 
is requested to discover them. The Municipal 
Counell cannot possibly bellove that many 
ratepayers will readily accept. this arrange- 
ment as a business-like settlement of the 
trouble. Admitting that the reason for this 
gvant is purely humanitarian, was it really 
necessary that the Council should make it 
without itself being certain that there are 
dependents who have suffered by the deaths 
‘of these men? On the face of the Acting 
'Seceretary’s letter no such case has been made 
‘out, and, even if it were, it is open to very 
considerable doubt whether this is a proper 
instance in which such compensation should 
have been granted, for the men obviously 
suffered as a result of their own disorderly 
behaviour. . 

Tt must be obvious to everyone that this 
affair establishes an unfortunate precedent, 
one which verges on the absurd, and if 
‘at some future date the Council finds itselt 
faced with a demand from the relatives of 
an armed robber, shot while fighting the 
police,*there will be many who will fail to 
pereeive very much real difference between 
the two cases.

HUNGARY’S CLAIM 
Oct. 15. 

‘The breaking off of the negotiations be-| 
tween Czechoslovakia and Hungary over the 
Hungarian minority question in Slovakia and 
Ruthenia is another of those setbacks which 
aro likely to oceur before a complete settle- 
mont is arrived at of all the problems atising 
out of the dismemberment of Czechoslovakia. 
Reference of the matter to the four Munich 
Powers is the only manner in which the im- 
passe can be disposed of peacefully and 
satisfactorily, even though Poland is reported 
to look upon’ such a step with distaste. That, 
perhaps, is understandable in view of the| 
policy which Poland has adopted towards 
Czechoslovakia since the commencement of 
the crisis, one which is clearly designed to 
obtain everything she desires from Czecho-| 
slovakia even under the threat of arms. Tt 
is fortunate that the Hungarian government 
fias adopted no such tine, and the reference| 
to the Four Great Powers for settlement of 
the dispute has about it all the good qualities 
of orderliness which make for the mainten-| 
ance of peace. It is to be hoped that the 
decisions which will be reached by the 
Munich Powers will be animated by areal 
desire to do justice as much to Czechoslov- 
aka, ag to Hungary. Even at this late hour 
this ‘is desirable, for as it becomes more 
clearly known what Prague has been obliged 
to relinquish it is apparent that it has been 
vietimised to a degree which was never| 
originally anticipated in elther Paris or Lon 
don. Even it the contention is accepted that 
Czechoslovakia ought never to have been 
created, the fact remains that that was done, 
and that in the course of its reduction there| 
is the likelihood of as many injustices being 
committed as in its original formation. Tt is 
for this reason that the eause of the present 
breakdown of nogotiations needs to be en- 
quired into with the greatest of care, for it 
is obviously very undesirable, once this pro- 
cess of removing causes for past friction has 
‘been commenced, that new ones. should be 
created to bring trouble in the future, 

One of the main points of difference be-| 
tween the representatives of the two govern 
ments arose as to the map which was to be 
used as a basis of settlement. ‘The Hungar- 

ns desired that one compiled as far back as 
10 should be used, while Czechoslovakia 
contended for the use of one of a much later 
diate. Between the time of the Hungaria 
‘map, and that of the Czechoslovaks consider~ 
able’ change In the arcas involved has taken 
plaee. Areas which were once predominantly 
Hungarian are now so no longer, and it the 
fullest justice is to bo done to the doctrine 
of self-determination, and the adequate pro- 
tection of minorities, it seems to be imper~ 

ively necessary that due attention should] 
be paid to the existing situation rather than 
to @ stato of affairs which has long ago dis- 
appeared.

Cuech Army under arms, Is typical of the| 
manner in which Hungary and Poland have 
approached this minorities question, Com- 
paratively little was heard of the maticr untit 
it became apparent that Germany was going! 
to succeed in procuring the Sudeten Germans 
{or the Reich, when the agitation was fanned 
in both Poland and Hungary. Whatever 
degree of reality there might have been about 
the German case, those of the other two 
countries are by no means comparable, and 
‘here is every reason to suppose that, if 
Czechoslovakia had not maintained herselt 
in some posture of defence, foree might have 
een used to secure her acquiescence, and| 
even more taken from her than is now pro- 
posed. ‘The difficulties of the problem are! 
undoubtedly ‘great, and Prague would have! 
heen very illeadvised it she had refrained| 
from taking the obvious precautions against 
the application of force, which was always a| 
dite possibility. 

How complex the whole question is may 
be pereeived in the bare details of the tzecho~ 
slovak plan, which has been rejected by the 
Hungarians. Tn order to return some 316,000 
Hungarians to their fatherland It would be 
twecessary to cede territory in which also live 

100,000 Slovakians. ‘There would still be 
some | 300,000" Hungarians ‘remaining _in 
Slovakia.

but there is reason to believe that so far as 
the Hungarian public 1s concerned there is 
just as rauch a desire for territorial acquisi- 
Yion as there is for the righting of 
wrongs. That and the contention of the 
Hungarian Right that the same attitude 
should be adopted towards Czechoslovakia as 
that taken up by Germany, can only mean a 
desire to force Prague to agree to Hungarian 
demands under threat of warfare. That, 
fortunately, the Budapest Government does 
not contemplate and the appeal to Munich is 
ample proof of its desire to reach a settlement 
by amieable means. Obviously it would be a 
hideous thing, if after all the sacrifices the 
Czechoslovaks have been called upon to make, 
they should be plunged into a war to satisfy’ 
the territorial ambitions of a neighbouring 
state. Such a thing might very well reveal 
the whole agitation in a truer light, but it is 
unthinkable that even the Four Powers would 
permit such a development which might have 
the effect of completely undoing what has 
‘already been achieved. That they will find 
some means of reaching a compromise is most 
‘earnestly to be desired, for if any degree of 
stability is to be secured in that unhappy 
section of Europe it can only be upon some 
foundation which has in it the qualities of 
justice. If mistakes were made in the founda~ 
tion of Czechoslovakia it is obviously unjust] 
that she should be made to pay the whole] 
price. That is what is likely to happen unless} 
‘2 solution in equity is found.

Last week 


‘entered Into what may prove to be its most! 
significant phase. ‘Though the extension of; 


Japanese operations into south China was 
long expected, the landing in Blas Bay had 
‘about it elements of surprise, and it 
is easily to be understood that the news of 
this development created some consternation 
in Hankow. Looking back it would scem 
that, had the Japanese command decided 
upon this move some months back, the pro- 
longed struggle for Hankow might have been 
considerably shortened, and indeed the whole 
feampaign might have’ followed entirely dif- 
ferent lines after the fall of Kiukiang. 
[Reasons for the delay are numerous, but the 
most probable one is that General Ugaki's 
policy as Foreign Minister sought to avoid 
fany movement which might worsen relations 
between his country and Great Britain. This 
seems to be supported by the statements 
made at the time of his resignation that the 
Japariese Government would pursue a 
stronger policy all round, and the fact that] 
the descent on the South’ did not take place| 
until after his relinguishment of office cer- 
tainly gives that theory much colour. ‘There 
is another one to the effect that the Japanese 
held their hand hoping that the southern 
leaders would drop their allegiance to the 
Chinese Government, and declare their in- 
dependence. Indeed it is reported that in 
trigues to that end were being actively 
fostered, and it was only when it was realized 
that this alternative to actual invasion 
was not likely to be brought about that the| 
Sapanese decided upon this further extension 
‘of their military commitments. ‘The fact that] 
‘up to the present the Chinese appear to have 
‘offered no very great resistance is quite 
lunderstandable. ‘The low-lying terrain. is| 
unsuitable for’ defence, while the Chinese 
would obviously not.seek to make a stand at 
Jany point within reach of the Japanese naval 
Jguns. ‘The Japanese were able consequently 
to effect a quick landing and progress in- 
land with the result that the eapture of the 
important point of Waichow was only a matter 
lof a very few days. 

Sudging from the evidence available it is 
apparent that the immediate objective of the 
Japanese command is to secure command of 
‘the Canton-Kowlooa Railway and the Canton, 
River, for the purpose of preventing supplies 
from ‘abroad reaching the interior. Success! 
will not completely cut the Chinese govern~ 
‘ment off {rom the outside world, but the other 
routes by which supplies can reach it are so 
long and diMeult that the closing of this 
channel will undoubtedly prove a serious 
blow to the Chinese armies. It is an objective 
which should not prove difficult of attain 
ment. ‘The progress which the Japanese have 
already made brings them within striking 
distance of the railway, and, unless the Chin 
ese can put up sterner opposition than they 
appear to have done up to the present, de~ 
finite control of the line should not prove 
ificult, nor take very long. With the Chinese! 
closing the Canton River against the menace 
of the Japanese naval vessels Canton ‘will be 
practically cut off from the world, though it 
may be possible for some supplies to enter| 
by means of the intricate network of water~ 
ways in the Canton delta the complete 
stoppage of which would be a task of some 
‘magnitude. They would, however, represent 
only a small fraction of the original influx, 
30 that for all practical purposes command of 
the railway and of the river should serve| 
the immediate desire of the Japanese com= 
mand. If there is any great merit in the 
‘suggestion that they have been awaiting the 
secession of the South from the Chinese Gov-_ 
emment they may then prefer to hold thelr| 
hhand, instead of miarching on Canton which 
would obviously require a much stronger 
force than they have at present thrown into

magnification. Nevertheless, it does seem to

{he comparatively small advance since the 
fall of Kiukiang the diMculties they have 
‘been encountering in overcoming the Chinese 
resistance must be impressive. There is every 
likelihood that they will have to do a great 
‘deal more severe fighting before they succeed 
in cutting the Canton-Hankow Railway at 
Sienning, which at one time seemed to be 
their objective. With command of the ap- 
proaches to Canton, however, that railway 
station does not now appear to be so im= 
mediately desirable, though a sufficient 
advance in that direction should apply such 
pressure upon the Chinese that they may be 
obliged to abandon the whole position south 
of the river. Very much the same situation 
prevails north of the Yangtze. Along. the 
river banks, on the direct route to Hankow, 
the Japanese appear to be making little head- 
way, but with the advance which has been 
made in Honan, including the cutting of the 
Peiping-Hankow Railway, it may very well 
be that the Japanese do not care to press too 
hard along the river in a movement which 
might prove quite expensive. Indeed the 
whole situation in Hupeh and southern Honan 
depends chiefly upon the progress the Japan- 
ese can make down the railway from Sinyang, 
‘and unless the Chinese can .hold them up, 
the indications are that the pincer-like effect 
of their advances may induce the Chinese 
ultimately to withdraw from a salient which 
{s daily becoming more precarious. Naturally 
the fate of Hankow in such circumstances 
must give rise to considerable anxiety. If as] 
it has been reported the Chinese intend to 
defend the Wuhan cities, and the defence 
works which have been ‘prepared in them 
suggest the correctness of that view, then 
there is the gravest danger that this i 
portant centre will be reduced to ruin, as 
have been so many other cities. If on’ the 
other hand the Chinese command decide to 
extricate thelr forces intact with the idea 
of fighting another day, there may still be 
a chance that the Wuhan cities will escape 
that destruction which otherwise seems inevit-~ 
able.

There is the one type of thought which 
will regard the adhesion of such a man to 
the invaders of China as a traitorous act, 
denying the existence of any sense of loyalty 
jand subordinating to individual ambition tho 
duties which patriotism expects of the 
citizen. If Mr. Fu Siao-en in deciding tr 
assume office has done so for the service of 
}his own ends he must stand condemned. On. 
the other hand this journal pointed out some 
months ago that the holding of such an 
office in occupied territory may be actuated. 
by the most praiseworthy of motives. There 
‘are precedents which justify the contention. 
and the case of the famous M. Max, the 
burgomaster of Brussels during the years of, 
German occupation of Belgium, is a striking 
jexample of the kind. ‘There M. Max stood 
[between the masses of the Belgians and the 
military overlords, and undoubtedly did much 
to make easier the difficult lot of his own 
People. ‘There was not at the time and has|

A week betort, 
larger contingent of Japanese 
soldiers, numbering about 200, had 
similarly raided the town of Szeking 
seven miles distant, and taken away 
many of the residents, the same source

A foreigner who traversed much of 
the territory between here and. the 
Shanghai Hills during the week-ent 
sald that he met many young Chinese 
of soldierly appearance but in plain 
clothes, on the highways. He related 
that these men, whom he took $0 be 
‘guerillas appeared to be in 00d 
spirits and greeted him in a friendly 
manner.

Jeweller Held Up 
With Firecracker 


‘Shanghai, Oct. 12. 
Shortly before noon on the “Double 
Tenth,” French police patrols in the’ 
busy Avenue Joffre heard a loud ex- 
plosion which sent them at double 
Speed {0 685 Avenue Joffre, a 
Jjeweller's store from whose open 
door clouds of smoke were pour- 
Ing into the street. Cursory ex- 
Jamination of the scene at dirst failed 
to reveal any vietims but on more 
detailed examination the proprietor 
fand his wife were discovered under 
the counter suffering from fright. 
When reassured that they were out 
of danger they told the following 
strange story to the authorities, 

‘Two well-dressed Chinese entered 
thelr establishment and asked to see 
‘some good watches. When these were 
produced the two began to examine 
the goods. Meanwhile, one of them 
placed on the counter a package 
Wrapped up in newspaper. “In the 
‘course of the bargaining the two sud- 
[denly moved away from the counter: 
‘and almost immediately a loud ex- 
plosion rocked the room filing it 
with smoke. Fearing that a bomb 
hhad been tossed into the shop, the 
proprietor made a flying dive under 
the counter, while the “customers” 
walked off with three watches valued 
at $500, 

Dolalied examination of the pr 
mises revealed remains of the missile 
which proved to be a large firecracker 
reinforced by extra layers of paper 
tightly bound with string." The 
cracker was fired probably with the 
aid of a cigarette which one of the| 
visitors was smoking at the time of 
the accident, 

‘This incident recalls a similar story 
which was reported November las 
Tn that the victim, also a. 
Jeweller, was leaning out’ into his| 
‘show-window when the explosion 
occurred. His reaction to the shock 
‘was both strong and spontaneous and 
the arriving police party found him 
sitting outside his broken window 
which he cleared through the glass 
taking the shortest way out of the 
premises.

On 
March 31, 1904, the Russian squadron 
ut out fo sea to give battle to the 
Japanese. At approximately 10 in 
‘the morning the flagship “Petro- 
paviovsk,” with Admiral Makaroff and 
his staff, including Grand Duke Kyril, 
on board, was struck by a mine and 
sank without leaving a trace. Among 
the 6 officers and 83 sailors rescued 
was Grand Duke Kyril. After his 
Jong convalescence he was appointed 
to the main Naval Staff. In 1912 the 
Grand Duke graduated from the 
Naval Academy and was given the 
command of the cruiser “Oleg” The 
same year he was the Tsar's repre- 
sentative at the Olympic games in 
Stockholm. When the _ revolution, 
broke out'in 1917 he and his re- 
giment lett on orders from Empress 
Alexandra to keep order at the Duma, 
and when the Tsar abdicated he went 
into retirement and left for Finland 
with his family. Subsequently he 
lived for a long time in Coburg, 
Germany.

Russian charity workers continue 
to probe into the problem of how to 
help families whose heads earn from 
$5. to $125—a month—money on 
which with the present high cost of 
living, it is impossible to make ends 
meet.’ To point out to munagers of| 
foreign firms that Russians, as Euro- 
peans, cannot live on salaries which 
may be sufficient for Chinese would 
hardly yield any results. Inasmuch 
‘as employers want cheap labour—and 
have it—it is dificult to believe that 
purely humanitarian motives would 
make them pay bigger wages. But 
charity organizations point to another 
plan, In Shanghai there Is a firm 
whose Russian employees receive 
very modest salaries. A year ago, 
however, this concern gave a general 
increase’ in’ salary in the form of a 
savings fund into which an employee 
put 8 per cent. of his salary and the 
firm 5 per cent, more. Today these 
savings represent quite a considerable 
sum, and on a rainy day can be 
withdrawn and would help very 
materially. Charity organizations 
‘also point out that at the conclusion 
of the war In China the Municipality 
must be approached to allot land in 
the city’s outskirts for the construe- 
tlon of houses with cheap Hats for 
the Indigent. Around these -houses 
stores and workshops would spring. 
up, and.new little centres of industry 
in’ ever-growing Shanghai would 
come into being. Connection with 
these centres could be set up with 
the aid of the Omnibus Company. 
But all these plans are plans for the

Huge Blaze on 
French Bund 


‘Shanghai, Oct. 11 

Considerable damage was done yes- 
terday in a huge warehouse fire which 
broke out shortly before one o'clock 
in the morning at godown 7 of the 
Roosevelt Terminal Wharf, former 
China “Merehents’ property. Late 
yesterday afternoon a detachment of 
the French Fire Brigade was still on 
the spot putting out the remains of 
the conflagration which reduced the 
contents of godowns six and seven 
to a heop of wreckage, out of which 
piles of damaged “Wenchow” paper 
were being carried and deposited in 
the vicinity as the police cordons 
Kept the curious away from the 
Jdamaged buildings. 

‘The fire was reported in the locked 
up godown 7 shortly after midnight 
and all available French fire engines 
were rushed to the spot while the 
Municipal fire float Pooch! also 
steamed to the endangered wharf. 

Omelals Arrive 

M. P. Auge, French Acting Consul- 
General, and 'M. P. Baillie, Technical 
Director of the Concession Municipal 
Services visited the scene and watch. 
(ed the fire fighters, hesded by M. G. 
Bossu, combat the conflagration. 
‘Thick’ clouds of acrid smoke soon 
enveloped the vicinity and long 
tongues of flame tore through the 
roof and escaped through the win- 
dows glaring through the darkness 
of the night and thick smoke sereen, 
while fremeni were forcing their way 
into the building to which hoses were 
Jquiekly laid. .

Fraud Alleged in River 
Boom Salvage Case 


Shanghai, Oct, 17. 

Echoes of last year's ' hostilities 
are to be found in a case of alleged 
fraud to be brought before the First 
[Special District Court today. ‘Two 
Chinese, King Ngo-ming and’ King 
Tsung, ‘uncle and nephew, were 
arrested over the week-end by 
Detective Sub-Inspector P. T. Kono- 
valoff on the complaint of Mr. 
¥. K. Chang, manager of the Nan 
Fong Welding Company, 137 Rue 
Marco Polo. 

Before the hostilities the company 
operated a steam-launch, “Nan 
No. 1." and a motor-launch, 
Fong No. 2," on board which weld- 
ing, was performed in various parts 
of the Shanghai harbour. Theie 
vessels, berthed at Tungkadoo, Nan- 
tao, were taken by the Chinese 
authorities and sunk in the Whang- 
poo River as part of the boom 
established there last August. 

In.May of this year Mr. Chang 
asked the elder King to help him 
‘get the launches salvaged, and sub- 
‘sequently a ¢ontract was signed 
with a firm known as “Kowa Yoko 
& Company,” the salvage fee to be 
$5,000, ‘The ownership papers were 
handed over in July to facilitate the 
proceedings, Mr. Chang said. 

‘Some ten’ days later, however, Mir. 
Chang learned that the two launches, 
valued together at $22,000 had been 
raised and then sold, on the strength 
of the ownership papers, to the 
NKK. Company, and that Kowa 
Yoko & Company was not a Japan- 
‘eso firm but was conducted entirely 
by Chinese, It is further alleged

Advocate’s Report for Sept. 


‘The Acting Municipal Advocate 
states in his report that 10,496 cases 
‘were prosecuted in the ‘Shanghai 
First Special Area Distriet Court and| 
the Klangsu High Court, Second 
Branch, during September, as com- 
pared with 9,890 cases in August. 
Out of the total number of cases 
prosecuted, 9,151 were Administrative 
Cases, and 1,345 were Criminal Cases. 
‘Out of the total number of Admin- 
istrative Cases brought to trial, 6,048 
persons failed to appear and’ their 
bail was confiscated, and 13 were 
withdrawn as compared with 6,982 
cases in which bail was confiscated 
‘and 18 cases withdrawn in August 
2190 Administrative Cases were pro- 
secuted to completion, out of which 
umber 2,190 persons ‘were convicted 
Jand none were acquitted, 72 Criminal 
‘Cases were withdrawn, and 1,273 
were prosecuted to completion, ‘out 
Jof which number 1,196 persons were 
‘convieted, and 137 acquitted, The 
total number of Administrative and 
‘Criminal cases prosecuted to com- 
pletion was 3463 as compared with 
24824 cases in August, 3,326 persons 
were convicted and 187 ‘persons ac- 
quitted, as compared with 2,090 
persons convicted and 134 persons 
‘acquitted in August, 

In addition, there were’ 123 private 
Jeriminal, prosecutions, as compared 
with 126 in August,

achieve an understanding of their 
{just claims by the Allies, who instead | 
‘of helping them, supported the White| 
Russian armies of Generals Denikin, 
and Wrangel whose doom was not to 
bbe doubted as these armies were en- 
rely deprived of any possibility of a| 
successful warfare on the Ukrainian 
place d'armes by a thorough hostile 
attitude adopted against them by the 
Ukrainian population. During’ the| 
Jong years of exile abroad the 
Ukrainians never quitted thelr pro- 
‘Allies sentiments and always cherish-| 
fed the idea of independent Ukrainian| 
Republic after the Western European 
pattern, friendly to the great western 
‘democracies, as the Ukrainian people's 
mentality is akin to that of the Euro-| 
pean democracies and is just contrary| 
to that of the Russians. 

‘The Ukrainian people is divided: 
nowadays between the Red Russia, 
Poland, Rumania and Czechoslovakia, 
the entire Ukrainian population of 
these four States, living in compact 
‘masses, being about 40 millions. ‘The 
Ukrainians never agreed to this 
‘quartering and, previously to it, a 
Futhless war between them and thelr 
Polish and Russian adversaries was 
fought out and, unfortunately, lost by 
‘them. Only the annexation of a part 
‘of the Ukrainian territory by Cze- 
‘choslovakia wasn’t forced. militarily 
and was accepted calmly by  the| 
Ukrainians who preferred that way 
rather than to be swallowed up by 
the ambitious Poles. 


‘There exists no doubt that Mr. 
Chamberlain's hopes in assuring the 
world peace for our generation by 
the settlement of the Czechoslovak 
problem are too optimistic, as there| 
fare some more problems of by far!

sions of territory, its wealth and the|

The Ukrainians, 
although much suffering culturally, 
economically and politically under| 
their present masters, are not over- 
Joyed by a prospect of becoming a 
German colony instead of boing that 
‘of Russia and Poland. But no less a 
‘danger will present a German control 
of Ukrainia for the welfare of Europe. 
1s it necessary to affirm at this june- 
tion that 2 country of Germany's 
‘qualities as regards the organization, 
discipline, expansiveness and her 
virile force, if allowed to take control 
of Ukrainia and her resources, could 
‘undo Europe in no time. ‘The events| 
‘we witnessed recently prove only too| 
clearly that the Soviets will never 
offer a resistance worth while speak-| 
Jing about to this German expansion 
being too weak internally. The Soviet 
satfaps mortally fear the ‘final results 
of thelr policy towards the subdued 
Peoples of their Red Czardom and the 
peasants’ hatred of their régime issu- 























ing mainly from the Ukrainian peas 
jants’ class, the mentality of which is 
essentially similar to that of the

Lord Stanley Dies 
In London 


SpA. TO mie “HCD.” 


London, Oct. 16, 
Lord Stanley, Secretary for the| 
Dominions died in a London clinic| 
Jat 230 am. today, at the age of 42. 

‘Lord Stanley had been in the elinic| 
since his return from Canada on 
‘September 25, when he was carried 
ashore on a stretcher at Southampton. 
It ‘was thought then that the leg 
‘trouble from which he had been 
suffering would not be such as to 
keep him out of public affairs tor 
much longer. The illness brought} 
him home from Canada a fortnight 
earlier than was expected, and his 
leg was strapped in plaster of paris. 

Lord Stanley's death brings the 
total number of by-elections now to} 
be held up to seven. 


At School with Duke 

He was the eldest son and heir of 
the Seventeenth Earl of Derby, and| 
was a close friend of the Duke of! 
Windsor, Born in the same year— 
1894—they were at Eton and Mag- 
t | dalen College, Oxford, together. 
a| On the outbreak of the Great War, 

they were both commissioned in the 
Guards, and received their frst pro- 
motion’ within a few days of one 
another. In the course of the cam-| 
aign, Lord Stanley was wounded, 
‘and, ‘for conspicuous gallantry, he 
was’ awarded the Military Cross, and| 
the Italian Croce di Guerra, 

From 1916 to 1917, Lord Stanley 
was adjutant to the Household 
Battalion, He retired with the rank 
‘of Captain. 

In 1917, he was elected for the 
‘old Abercromby Division of Liver- 
ool, and he was such a popular 
‘candidate that his opponent polled, 
‘only 794 voles. ‘He represented 
that division until 1918, when it was 
‘swept away in the Redistribution of 
Seats Bill. After 1922, Lord Stanley. 
represented the Fylde Division of| 
Lancashire, a county with which his 
family had long and intimate as- 
soclations. - 





In the Government 

In, 1924, he was appointed a Junior 
Lord of the Treasury—a Government 
‘Whip—and held that position until 
1927, when Mr. Baldwin appointed 
him’ to be chairman of the Junior 
Imperial League. ‘The strength of 
the League in 1937 undoubtedly due 
to his efforts as Chairman, for he 
held that office until 1933, when he 
became the President. 

On the formation of the National 
Government in 1931, he was made 
Parliamentary and Financial Secre- 
tary to the Admiralty, a position he 
held until the summer of 1935. Whe 
‘Mr. Baldwin took over the Premie! 
ship in that year, on Mr. MacDonald's | 
resignation, he was promoted to be 
‘Mr. ‘Thomas’ second-in-eommond 
‘at the Dominions’ office. 


Bullding Up the Navy 

Following the general election in 
the autumn of 1985, on the promotion 
of the then First Lord of the Ad: 
miralty, Viscount Monsell, 10 th 
House of Lords, Lord Stanley ws 
reappointed to his old post, s0 as to 
strengthen the Admiralty "team in 
the House of Commons. In this 
position, he took a leading part, 
under Sir Samuel Hoare in the work| 
of building up the strength of the 
Royal Navy to mect the current 
international situation. Lord Stanley’ 
was Deputy Chairman of the Con- 
servative Party from 1027-29, 

Lord Stanley, like Lord Derby, his 
father, was very interested in racing, 
‘and carried off many prizes, includ- 
ing the Oaks. 

He was a member of the Imperial 
‘War Graves Commission, and Honor- 
ary Colonel of the Ninth Battalion, 
‘the Manchester Regiment, 

Born on July 9, 1894, he married, 
in 1917, Sibyl Louise Beatrix Ci 
gan, eldest daughter of the late 
Viscount Chelsea and Lady Meux, 
Lord Stanley leaves three sons. Mr. 
Oliver Stanley, President of the 
Board of Trade, is his younger

‘What he has accomplished can only be 
surmised as at no time did he make any 
public statement dealing with the object of 
his mission to Eastern ‘Tibet. He went to 
‘Kanze with his large caravan, performed what] 
burial rites were necessary on behalf of the 
central authorities, discussed the future of 
‘the hungry lama horde, numbering it is said 
some 1500 followers, ‘interviewed all who 
desired interviews, examined all there was 
to be seen, and returned to Tachienlu. ‘There 
‘was some’ talk that the minister might visit 
Derge, Batang, and Litang and see all there 
was to be scen in the new province of 
Sikang; this however was cut out and Tai 
now returns to his pésition as head of the 
Examination Assembly in Chungking. The 
minister had many opportunities of meeting| 
individually and collectively the different 
members of the present Border Administr 
tion. On occasions he would meet them 
collectively when they gathered fully ex- 
pecting to hear some significant stateme 
about the world in general and Sikang 
particular. ‘The minister began "Some years. 
‘ago when I was in Switzerland the mountain. 
people had a habit of living almost exclusively 
on mountain products; and this was wise. 
And in the discourse that followed, Tai’ 
Chi-tao, the high minister of state, discussed 
yak butter, barley flour, mountain fruits,

He wisoly, therefore, 
kept to this business and made no attempi 
whatever to interfere with the present ad- 
ministration, If others forget him he will 
be forever remembered by the Chinese and 
‘Tibetan beggars along the border. As an 
ardent Buddhist he firmly believes in the| 
doing of good deeds so the beggars came in 
for a large share of his kindness ‘The 
morning Tai left, the east gate was crowded 
with officials and military, Tibetan and 
Chinese, to bid the minister’ good-bye, and 
among those speeding the parting guest was| 
the biggest collection of the beggar fraternity 
I have ever seen in ‘Tachienlu.

Tai is con- 
vinced, the report says, that the body now 
reposing in a wooden box at Kanze, is un- 
Jdoubtedly that of His Highness the Panchen 
‘Lama, and he therefore went ahead with the 
burial rites, though no burial rites actually 
took place.’ The body will continue to rest 
at Kanze, surrounded by well over 1000 of 
the Panchen's followers till the final word 
has been uttered.

‘interest, therefore, should it be for

the recent background of England's 
way in world polities. If we can 
somewhat understand Great Britain's 
course, we should not be the sport 
of every panic or rumour, nor en- 
{tertain worries that the very ground 
may be pulled from under our feet, 
Jat short shrift, 


Shanghal’s Future Prospects 


‘The main consideration of the 
‘Shanghailander and the China hand 
is business, specially now its future 
prospects. ‘He has his nose too close| 
to the grindstone and often suffers! 
by ignorance of the greater perspec-| 
tive, It is the purpose of this| 
farticle to assist in clarifying a section 
Jof the large tangled politics on which 
depends our little economic well 
being, and to make it easier for the 
businessman, to formulate his plans 
in the light of a study of polities. 
‘This has been _ overwhelmingly 
brought home to him during the 
Inst few weeks, when a political 
breakdown, half’ the world away, 
might have undone him here. 

What has Britain's foreign policy 
been in recent years? 

It cannot be denied that the League 
of Nations, nobly conceived and 
theoretically perfect, proved to 
be impracticable from’ the start when | 
the people, whom President Woodrow | 
Wilson represented, refused™ to par- 
ticipate. They helped to win the 
war but declined to become involved 
jin future ones, The League rested| 
them on Britain, France, Italy, Japan| 
‘and other nations. 

Events demonstrated that the col- 
lective system could successively 
handle small disputes as between the 
minor nations, but it could not stand 
up to the test of larger issues that 
threatened to drag into armed con- 
ict the great powers, who loathed 
nothing more than being so involved. 


‘Thus British policy was not ac- 








tually to go to war to end war but 
to deal with it by abstaining there- 
from. When the Manchurian im- 
‘broglio commenced in the autumn of 


1991, and when China, on the strength| 
of the Lytton Commission's indict- 
ment of Japan, invoked the imposi- 
lon of sanctions under Article XVI 
of the League, the British Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, Sir John Simon, 
could not give his ‘country's support 
to the demand, which might have 
meant dangerous relations with 
Japan—which, under the  circum- 
stances, she could not consider 
‘worthwhile, 

‘This neutral attitude on her part 
was construed by some countries as 
‘weakness. It had, however, the un- 
favourable effect ‘of loosening the 
mechanism of collective security es- 
{tablished by the League. 


Balance of Power 


On the continent of Europe it has| 
been a cardinal policy with Great| 
Britain to maintain a balance of] 
power, that is to say it was clear 
policy to throw her weight in favour 
fof equilibrium. When France, under 
Poincaré, had developed a great] 
military power, and had been in 
occupation of’ the Ruhr, British 
policy was such that it did not pre- 
vent a resurgence of Germany. But 
the politicel sky soon changed with 
{the super-rapid development of Ger- 
many. Sir Austen’ Chamberlain at- 
tacked the Nazis in the House of 
‘Commons. Winston Churchill thanked 
God for the French Army, and in the 
words of a Labour member, “pro- 
German England had become pro- 
French England overnight. 

In that same year, 1933, the Ger- 
man Foreign Minister declared that 
Germany would rearm, regardless of 
the outcome of the | Disarmament 
‘Conference then sitting, which de- 
claration brought forth a reply from 
the British War Minister that if 
Germany rearmed in violation of the 
‘Treaty of Versailles, she would be 
strongly opposed. But when Germany 
did rearm, Britain did nothing be- 
jcause she ‘thought fit in the mean- 
time that a negative attitude was 
still’ necessary for maintaining 
equilibrium. 

‘League Weakened 

Of course, this had the effect of] 
jagain weakenIng_the League, Any- 
how, it served to indicate with 
emphasis that British policy was to 
avoid the use of force where possible. 

‘The murder of Dictator Dollfuss, 
known as the “pocket Napoleon” of 
‘Austria, and the Nazi blood purge 
helped to make British opinion swing 
from  pro-German to pro-French. 
Britain then commenced to increase 
her armaments. Lord Baldwin (then 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin, the Prime 
Minister) declared in the House of 
‘Commons:—"When you think of the 
defence of England, you no longer 
‘think of the chalk’ cliffs of Dover, 
you think of the - Rhine, That is 
‘where, today, our frontier lies.” 

‘Again, over the matter of the Saar 




















where, Nazi terrorists had been at 


work and in which matter Frante 
was on the point of sending troops, 
it was Mr, Anthony Eden, then Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, who per 
Jsuaded M. Laval to forego France's, 
lannouncement to send troops into the| 
jarea, and thus assured a peaceful 
election under the neutral policing 
of an international force including 
[British soldiers. 

It is well worth one’s while patient- 
ly to trace the course of British 
foreign policy trom stage to stage 
until one arrives at the grand climax, 
which transpired on September 20, 
1938 at Munich, and note its ever- 
resent central line of conduct, 


Ethiopian Imbrogito 


We come. next to the Italo- 
[Abyssinian conflict. Though British 
‘African interests were involved, she| 
didnot step into war. But’ this| 
policy of avoiding war at great cost| 
/was Teaching a straining point, On, 
Sune 27, 1995 the result of the ‘great} 
[British peace ballot was announced 
by the National Government, and it| 
[showed that the nation desired not) 
only the avoidance of war but the 
jenforeement of peace, even if that 
Jentailed the cost of war. 

Later, Great Britain laid down her| 
new pro-League policy at Geneva. 
Si Samuel Hoare announced to the 
‘League: “Britain stands for steady 
collective resistance to all acts of 
unprovoked aggression. 

‘The League Council found Italy 
guilty of violating the Covenant, Mr. 

cetion 
= 1 declare 
Jour willingness to take our full part 
jin such action.” For the first time 
in history, as it has been observed, 
the League of Nations imposed eco 
nomic sanctions against a first-rate 
power. 

‘Again and again, the British policy 
to avoid war was evidenced. 

‘Meantime, Italy and Germany went | 
Jahead and developed their military 
power to an alarming extent, ‘The 
British Fleet was made to feel un- 
Jcomfortable in the Mediterranean. 
But what was more  discomforting 
was the rise of Germany, and it was 
in that direction that British atten- 
tion was mostly drawn. A master-| 
ful writer, Mr. J. L. Garvin, editor’ 
of the “Observer,” told the’ British’ 
people during the autumn of 1935 
that they were “mad to ontagonize 
Italy upon a purely. African issue: 
what mattered was’ Europe, and! 
Europe was falling under the do- 
mination of Germany.” 

Large-Scale Rearmament 


Early 1938, Great Britain entered 
on a large-scale rearmament _pro- 
gramme, which was in line with the| 
people's wish to enforce peace even| 
with arms. 

‘The next disharmony expressed it- 

















‘against the Leftists, supported by 
Sovict Russia on the other side, Here 
again the British principle was non- 
intervention. 

While the Spanish conflict was 
still in full eruption, the Rome- 
Berlin axis extended to Tokyo. This 
was an avowedly antl-Comintern 
pact and its first frult was the so- 
called China Ineident—the _large- 
scale Sino-Japmese war which is 


the most terrible outbreak since the 
Great War, 

Despite her enormous interests in- 
volved and the damage to them, Great 
Britain has not been shaken from her 


policy to abstain from participating, 
‘This principle has extended itself into 
the economic and financial sphere, as 
witnessed by the fact that she has 
refused loans to China, which might 
be misused for war purposes, 

‘The Spanish and Sino-Japanese con- 
Mlicts continued unconeluded, while 
tension arose again in Europe, Ger- 
many made a shock-descent’ upon 
Austria ond presented England and 
France with a fait accompli, with 
Maly balked by her axial partner, 

Prior to this, England had made 
peaceful agreement with Italy under 
the Chamberlain leadership, 


Appeasement Polley 
‘The British policy of appeasement 
had barely time to develop when it 
was confronted with the most serious 
crisis of all that bas occurred since 
the Armistice of 1918. Germany's 
expansion eastward demanded the 
Uquidation of Czechoslovakia, com- 
meneing with agitation in Sudeten- 
land, 

‘Tho reador is familiar with ‘events 
of the last three months culminating 
in a crisis which, if unsolved, would 
have brought about a second world 
‘war. 

Here the wishes of the British 
people, as revealed in the peace bal- 
ot, of avoiding war but being ready 
to enforce peace with arms, became 
a living reality, and this development 
of national policy has now become the 
most important factor for world 
peace. 

‘An immediate consequence that 
looks promising is a withdrawal of 
Italian volunteers from Spain and a 
possible liquidation of the intermin- 
able civil war there, so dangerous to 
peace in Europe. 

British policy along the same tines 
fs working out a scheme of appease- 
ment for Italy in the Mediterranean 
and for Germany in the way of 
African colonies, 


Potential Prosperity 

Once the European situation is 
stabilized under British leadership, 
with French, German, Italian and 
even Russian co-operation, an un- 
excelled era of prosperity’ will set 

‘One wonders if it Is not too much 
to hope, after Japan has obtained 
her military objective in the capture 
of Hankow, and in view of the great 
change that has just come over the 
European scene, she will feet impelled 
to come into line with the conduct 
of the other two members of ‘the 
partnership. 

If, as a result of the British policy 
of avoiding war but enforcing ‘peace 
when necessary with arms, the 
world's troubles are solved,’ then 
Britain will have reamrmed her title 
to being the greatest guardian of 
European civilization,

‘There 1s nothing 
of the H. V. Morton in this work, 
but as a treatise on how to get the 
most out of a tour in Eire the book 
is excellent, While extravagance is, 
barred on this tour, one could not 
accuse the author of meanness. There 
is enough data to enable the tourist 
to visit most of the famous towns, 
villages, ete,, of Eire with a knowl. 
edge of what to look for and an 
inkling of their history and tradi- 
tion,

Mr, Lowe has succeeded in giving 
the world a book which should do as | 
much for Australia as Stuart Cloete 
did for the Boers of South Africa in 
‘the last century. 

“Salute to Freedom” by all indica- 
tions is a first novel, but if the 
‘author has much more of such stuff 
in his mind to give the world, there 
jean be very little doubt that he 
should in a very short while make a 
name for himself. His style is con~ 
sistently good and he writes with a 
facility which makes the reading of 
80 large a volume a particularly 
pleasurable task—ae-c.

If a tea- 
snoonful of glycerine is added when 
starch is being made the iron will run 
more easily over the starched things. 
‘To prevent the lenses of spectcles 
from steaming over, they should be 
rubbed over with a touch of gly- 
cerine. 
‘A mixture of glycerine and lemon 
Juice is good for removing stains from

Golden Glow on 
Dinner Table 


Decoration As Stimulus To 
‘Table Talk 


‘Why not give a golden glow to the 
Jearly autumn dining table and so 
prolong the glory of summer da; 
Garden, shop and market-place pro- 
vide good selection of flowers in 
this bright and cheery colouring. 

A table selting, to be successful, 
must not hinder conversation. A 
really satisfactory one js a stimulus 
to table talk. This does not mean it 
need be expensive or exotic. A novel 
arrangement of simple flowers is far 
‘more likely to call forth admiration 
‘and to start a free flow of conversa- 
tion. 

‘A. low centre bow! is the best 
choice. Flowers in golden shadings, 
now obtainable, lend themselves par- 
ticularly well to floating bowls. Marl- 
golds, gaillardia, helentum and chry- 
‘santhemums may all be chosen. Single 
and double dahlias may also be used: 
this is a good plan for them, as in the 
ordinary ‘way they are not very good 
asters. 

Fill the bow! about half to two- 
thirds full of clear, cold water. Pre 
pare the flowers by cutting off the 
stalks about % in. from the bloom, 
then arrange them in ony” pleasing 
design. 

One idea is to have a centre and 
‘spokes of one flower, usually that with 
the largest head, ‘and to fll the 
Segments with smaller blooms. An- 
other very successful scheme is the 
‘cireular design. Starting with tiny 
blossoms in the centre, alternate the 
flowers in each circle,’ reserving the 
boldest in size and colouring for the 
outer rim, 


Divided Posy Ring 
‘The divided posy ring may complete 























similar flowers to those used for tho 
centre bowl, and set a quarter in 
‘each comer of the table. Alterna 
tively, if it is dinner “a deux" or a 
refectory-shaped table is being used 
with no covers laid at the ends, the 
‘centre bowl may be flanked with tal- 
ler specimen glasses, 

For table linen use some of the 
lovely and dainty organdie mats in a 
jgolden or pretty green shade. Or, if 
@ cloth is preferred, choose one’ of 
the new coloured damaske in old 
gold, or a white one bordered in 
buttercup yellow, all with their 
‘matching (able napkins. 

Flowers for the decoration of the 
room should be in keeping and link 
up with the table, It is not neces- 
sary to use the same Nowers—though 
this is very  satisfactory—but the 
colouring must tone. Choice can be 
‘made from gladioli, golden or Aaron's 
rod, carnations and roses. Tt will be 
found that these golden tables light 
up magnificently at night.
